The board of trustees created by the act 


of the General Assembly of Ohio, it is 
claimed, is not a corporation in any sense 
of that word. They are simply, it is urged, 


_ trustees, invested with power to borrow 
money on the credit of Cincinnati and 
with the proceeds to construct a railway 


from Cincinnati to Chattanooga. Indeed, 
this board could not be a corporation with 
Cincinnati owning an interest in or the 
whole of the corporate property, because 
the constitution of Ohio expressly declares 
that the Legislature of that State shall 
never authorize any city to become a stock- 


| holder in any joint stock company, corpo- 
ration or association or to lend its credit to 


or in aid of any company, corporation or 
association. 

To evade the provisions of the Ohio con- 
stitution the Legislature of that State cre- 


' ated a board of trustees, and allows the 


city of C'ncinnati, unconnected with any 
corporation, to embark in an immens: 


| railroad enterprise in other States. 


Nor does the bill betore the Kentucky 
Legislature propose to create a corporatésn, 
but it asks for these frwsles the privilege, 
under certain restrictions, to enter upon 
the soilof Kentucky and build a railway 
being built by 


Civcinnati, and managed exclusively by 


- Cincinnati trustees, is to be run in her in 


terest, regardless of the interests of al!

Now, what will be the effect of the pas- 
sage of this bill in its present torm’ lt 
will necessarily be to transfor to the Fed- 
eral courts every action involving $500, 
exclusive ef costs, to which the said trus- 
tees may be parties in any of the courte of 
this State. Can this be doubted’ 

By the 12th section of the judiciary ac' 
an action instituted in a State 
court, by a citizen of the State in which 
the anit is brought, against a citizen of an 
other State, involving $500, exclusive ol 
costs, may be removed into the Federal 
Court for trial, upon the motion of the 
his 
appearance in the State Court. 

In the earlier reports of the decisions o! 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
will be found cases wherein it was decided 
that a corporation was not a citizen of the 
United States within the meaning of the 
judiciary act, and therclore its right to suc, 
as a corporation, in the Federal courts, or 
its liability to be sued therein, was w be 
determined by the locality or citizenship 
of the individual corporators. Under that 
ruling, Many cases went out of the Federal 
courts, to which corporations were par. 
ties, of which, under subsequent decisions, 
the Federal courts would have taken juris- 
diction. This vexed questivn finally came 
before the Supreme Court in the cage of

Gen. Breckinridge proposes, we observe, 
to meet these insuperable difficulties by 
inserting a provision m the bill to the ef- 
fect that the trustees shall forfeit any claim 
they may assert in a suit it they appeal to 
the Federal court. 

What court im any civilized country 
would enforce such a forfeiture? The right 
tw remove a case to the Federal courts, in 
the mode prescribed by law, is a constitu. 
tional right, which no court would require 
& party to waive under the penalty of be- 
ing outlawed if he did not do so. If the 
trustees should be sued for willful destruc- 
tion of life or property by their agents 
what judgment Would General B. have the 
court to give in such a case if the right of 
removal to the Federal court is exercised? 
What would such a statutory tortciture 
amount to when iw enforcement is asked 
in a Federal court after the removal of the 
case to that tribunal? Will the Federal 
courts by such a provision allow its doors 
to be closed by State legislation against 
theee whe arc cuuded uuder We Constitu- 
tion of the United States to seek the inter 
of those courts? The sug- 
gestion of such 8 torfeiture by Gen. B is 
a conteasion that there are inherent diffi- 
culties in the proposed legislation. Cin. 
cinnati can very well accept the bill with 
such a provision in it, and then she will 
laugh at the idea that the Kentucky Legis- 
lature gave it serious consideration. 

We are the friends of internal improve- 
ments in this State, but we protest against 
granting these extraordivary privileges to 
a mere board of trustees representing one 
city, and in reference to an enterprise over 
which Kentuckians can have no control.
